The ranee of greenhouses were 
completed some time lasi August 
It is a very prettily designed struc- 
ture, and Floral Instructor Dickson 
says that nothing has been omitted 
in its construction, and will meet

It is estimated that there are 
60,000 deaf-mutes in the ('nited 
States, more than 100 schools arc 

established, some privately and 

others at public expense. Almost 
,te of the Union from Maim- 
to California, and from Dakota to 
Texas, have them. New York has 
the largest number of schools, 
eighl in all, two at New York City, 
respectively at Fordham, 
Albany, Rome, Rochester, Malone 

and Buffalo. The number of 
pupils in these schools is nearly

Husk is laid on husk, each 
laden with the paste, until the Iain- 
ale is complete. It is then tied 
nl each end and in tin- middle with 
strips of corn husk. All that now 
remains to do before eating is to 
Steam il for an hour or more ac- 
cording lo circumstances. If can 
be kept fresh for weeks, and when 
warmed will be fresh ami delicious." 
The above recipe is for filly doz- 
en lamales and requires several 

special equipments, sm-h as a null 

to grind corn, etc. 

A senoriia, who runs a restaurant 

on Broadway, give the following 

family recipe for making tamales : 

" Boil your corn," she said, "in 
lime water until il Is tender. Then 
lei it cool and rub I he skin oil' the 
kernel. Wash if until it is while 
ami then mash ii. After mashing 
season the corn with lard and salt. 
Stir and mix well. 

" Boil the chicken until it is 
lender, then cut it up ami put il on 
to stew. 

" To make your sauce grind the 
chile peppers with garlic and Mex- 
ican thyme. Take the seeds out of 
the peppers, toasl them and mix 
with t he sauce. 

" Mix I he corn and put the sauce 
on the chicken. Wash your corn 
husks and spread on your pasle, 
tie up your lamales ami let them 

boil or steam lill they are puffy."
